kr. Iloiineo suinmed up Ids finao, cojiclusions by saving 
ti.at he could see no justification for underbaking a program of 
detacliment at tlus tiiue but taaa tie did feel plans and preoeuxations 
sliould rv'^de by the government agencies concerned to take 
advantage of any sudden favorable developinents in Albania, such 
as the outbreak o: a spontaneous revolt. He aJLso thcinked the CIA 
rerpresentativos tiieir help and indicatea that Iiis need for 
information O ' CIA viev7s and capaibilities had been fully* met. 
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
